Sanford Ross Was 
In Grande Prairie 
Part of 1932 


On the Illustrated News of the Week 
page of last week's Tribune appeared 
a front and side view of Jean (“Gene”) 
Crandall, the pseudo Chicago heiress, | 
who broke into the news recently as 
the female beneficiary to a $69,000 
fortune, is in prison at Fort William. 

The Tribune is informed on reliable 
authority that Crandall, whose real 
name is Sanford Ross, was in Grande 
Prairie with a man by the name of 
Crandall from June to August, 1932. 

It is further stated that the two 
went through a marriage ceremony at 
Vancouver some time before coming to 
Grande Prairie. They left here for 
parts unknown. 

Ross, who at convenient 
posed as a woman, according to an 
eastern newspaper, was convicted 
under the name of “Jean Priscilla 
Crandall” at Fort William on April 30, 
1931, on a charge‘of vagrancy. The 
prisoner, in this case, claimed to be 
married and the mother of twins. 

Ross, posing asa woman and carry- 
ing the name of “Jean P. Crandall,” 
was convicted of vagrancy in 1932 and 
sentenced to 30 days in jail at Dryden, 
Ontario. This was in October. A sup- 
posed husband was also in custody at 
the same time. Ross went under sev- 
erai names. 

The case, says the eastern paper 
referred to, originally came to light 
with the announcement of a telegram 
from Chicago for Mrs. Jean Crandall 
announcing the legacy of $69,000 from 
a Madame Dickinson. Dickinson de- 
clared he was the woman and was 
used to wearing men’s clothing.

pigs and one pure-bred Yorkshire gilt.

Mating Geese 

How many geese to one male? How 

can you tell a male? ; 
Mrs. R. K. M., Lessard, Alta. 

Ans: 1.—In mating the usual rule 
is three geese to one gander although 
a ratio of four or five to one is prac- 
tised by some breeders, 

2.—Following is a paragraph quoted 
from “Goose Raising”, U.S. Dept. of 
Agriculture, Farmers’ Bulletin No, 767. 

“Sex is difficult to distinguish in 
geese, especially when they are young. 
The gander is usually somewhat lar- 
ger and coarser than the goose and 
has a shrill, high voice, while the fe- 
male has a harsh, coarse cry. The 
gander has a longer neck and a larger 
head. The sex may be determined by 
inspecting the sexual or by the actions 
of the geese at mating time. The 
sphincter muscle, which closes the 
anus of the female, appears folded if 
stretched, while a light pressure 
around the yent in the male will make 
the sexual organ protrude. This test 
is made to advantage only just pre- 
ceding or during the breeding season 
and on mature geese. In common 
geese the male is lighter coloured than 
the female.”

Loose Smut In Wheat 


Last year my Reward wheat, al- 
though treated with copper carbonate 
had some smut. This was quite no- 
ticeable in the field, but had disap- 
peared by cutting time. Should this 
wheat be all right for seed this year, 
and would copper carbonate be the 
best treatment? 

B, M., Peace River, Alta, 

Ans. Quite evidently loose smut. 
chemica] treatment is of the slightest 
avail against this, since the infection 
occurs through the blossom, and the 
thread-like bodies which constitute 
the fungus causing the trouble occur 
on the inside of the seed whereas with 
bunt or stinking smut the spores are 
carried on the outside of the seed 
coats and can therefore be reached 
by a solution or gas applied extern- 
ally. For loose smut the temperature 
treatment is the only one effective as 
may be seen from the bulletin “Smut 
Diseases of Cultivated Plants, Their 
Cause and Control,” available from the 
Publications Branch, Department of 
Agriculture, Ottawa, 

The hot-water treatment is some- 
what precarious and certainly tedious 
and costly so that it is not recom- 
mended except as a means of cleaning 
up a small lot from which a@ larger 
stock may be propagated.

Treat Seed Potatoes Before Sprouting 
Kindly send formula for the treat- 
ing of potatoes for seed, When 
should they be treated, now or just 
previous to planting? P 
L. R. G., Bexsmith, Alta. 
Ans. Dr, G.,B. Sanford, of the Do- 
minion Laboratory of Plant Patho- 
logy, Edmonton, says that the treat- 
ment of potatees for common scab is 
almost futile since the causative or- 
ganisms not only residé in the scab 
lesions of the tubers but are also very 
abundant in most of our soils. Hence 
disinfection of the seed cannot insure 
a clean crop. At the same time if the 
potatoes are appreciably scabby it is

eliminating that one 
source of infection, Furthermore, 
formaldehyde treatment is of consid- 
erable avail against the blackleg dis- 
ease of potatoes, 

Directions for the cold and also the 
hot-formaldehyde treatment are copi- 
ed from a circular “Disinfection of 
Seed Potatoes,” by Dr. A. W. Henry, 
of the University of Alberta, It should 
be applied before the potatoes sprout 
as it will kill any sprouts on the po- 
tatoes at the time of treatment, 
growth energy being thus lost. We 
treat first, then tray-sprout, and cut 
immediately before planting. 

For some years past we have em- 
ployed the hot-formaldehyde method, 
which is considered more effective 
against rhizoctonia, in particular, than 
is the cold formaldehyde and probably 
somewhat more effective against com- 
mon acab and blackleg as well. 

“Cold Formaldehyde This treat- 
ment has a number of advantages for 
the grower who plants only ‘a small 
quantity of potatoes cach year. The 
solution used consists of 1 pint of for- 
maldehyde to 80 gallons of water, and} 
does not weaken with use, The tub- 


es are soaked for 1% hours in this, 
solution. Treated tubers are not! 
poisonous. Hence they may safely be) 


used for food if more than the desired | 
quant'ty noeded for seed is treated. 
Moreover, any kind of containers may 
be used as the solution does not cor- 
rode metals. 

Hot Formaldehyde. The hot-for- 
maldehyde solution used is wade by 
adding 2 pints of commercial formal- 
dehyde (formalin) to 30 gallons of 
water. This solution is heated up in 
a tank to 124 deg. to 126 deg. Fah. and 
the potatoes are then dipped in this 
hot bath for 3 to 4 minutes. An ac- 
curate thermometer, such as a good 
floating dairy thermometer, is neces- 
sary, as the temperatures must be ac- 
ecurately controlled and must not ex- 
ceed 126 deg. Fah. The equipment 
for heating the solution need not be 
elaborate or expensive. Satisfactory 
results may be obtained with a hog- 
scalding tank having a tin bottom, 
the heat being supplied by a wood fire 


other plant where steam is available 
to heat the solution. Wire baskets 
are convenient for dripping purposes. 
If many potatoes are treated, or if the 
temperature rises too high, more solu- 
tion will have to be added. A stock 
solution of the formalin-and-water 
mixture should be kept on hand for 
this purpose. After removal from the 


solution the treated potatoes should 
be covered with wet sacks for one 
hour and then dried. Since delayed 


sprouting sometimes results from this 
treatment also, this may be guarded 
against by treating a month or more 
before planting.”

Wheat per Pound of Bacon 
How many pounds of wheat does it 


require to produce 100 pounds of 
bacon? 

J. C., Shearerdale, B.C. 
Ans. A 200-pound to 210-pound 


properly finished select bacon-type 
hog, weight taken fasted or off cars 
after shipment is expected to produce 
60 per cent to 61 per cent of its weight 
in the form of a cured Wiltshire side, 
which is half the hog LESS _ head, 
feet, spine, tenderloin and leaf lard 
and jowl, tail trimmed off, shoulder- 
blade removed and some trimming off 
brisket, back, belly, and around where 
the aitch bone is removed over ham- 
joint. 

Thus a 200-pound select off cars at 
the plant should produce two 60 
pound sides of Wiltshire bacon to 
ship or call them Wiltshire sides if the 
idea of a side of bacon with the ham 
and shoulder still attached confuses. 


There is no such a thing as feeding 
a hog economically on one single 
grain, so when we ask how many 
pounds of wheat will make 100 pounds 
of bacon we must recollect that any 
grain ration is expected to be supple- 
mented by minerals such as salt, lime, 
sulphur, iron, sometimes iodine, and 
by prote’n in milk, tankage or alfalfa 
or the like, or else we may get the 
ration s9 completely out of balance 
that the hog practically starves on 
plenty, be it wheat or barley or oats, 


so we feed the one grain at a loss. 

I was in touch in Scotland with 
some investigators who satisfied 
themselves that if feeding pigs aver- 
aging 130 pounds got no lime except 
what was in a mixture of ground bar- 
ley, corn and shorts, they would have 
to eat 28 pounds of the mixture per 
day to get the lime needed for normal 
growth. Needless to say they didn't 
eat 28 pounds of the mixture and they 
didn't make normal growth, 

If you will take a well-weaned pig 
of good feeding type and add the min- 
erals he requires, give him a bite of 
green stuff to keep him in heart, he 
will maybe make 200 pounds on 800 
pounds wheat, 

If one had skim milk he could sup- 
plement the wheat and maybe make 
two 200-pound selects from the 800 
pounds of wheat. If he or the pig 
were a little bit off when feeding, the 
one pig might require (and it fre- 
quently happens) half a ton of wheat 
to make a 200-pound pig. 


WHEAT FARMING IN BRIT. INDIA 


Cultivation for the wheat crop in 
British India is done ‘practically en- 
tirely by the wooden plow hauled by 
a pair of bullocks. The land may be 
gone over five or six times. The wood- 
en plow is really a one-toothed eulti- 
vator as it does not invert the soil, 
The result of these operations is to 
make a good seed bed with a fine soll 
mulch two or three inches deep on 
the top. This practice is theoretically 
sound and prevents loss of soil mois- 
ture by evaporation, which would dth- 
erwise be very rapid in the hot dry 
climate. The next operation is the 
sowing. It is usual to sow about 50 
pounds of wheat seed to an acre. The 
wooden plow is also used as a sowing 
implement. In some cases a hollow 
bamboo is tled behind the plow body 
and the seed dropped by hand down 
this tube into the soil, In other cases 
the seed is sown by hand in the fur- 
row without the tube. The seed is 
sown deeply enough to be below the 
top dry mulch.—Direetor of Agricul- 
ture, Bihar and Orissa, India. : 


BEAUTIFVYING THE HOME 


Following the impetus given by the 
various horticultural societies through- 
out Canada in the beautification of 
Canadian homes, the many resplen- 
dent varieties of bulbs and other lovely 
spring flowers are becoming tmereas- 
ingly popular in the Dominion, After 
a long monotonous winter they appeal 
to man's primitive love of rich colors 
in a degree seldom equalled by the 
floral glory of later seasons. Every 
spring one of the most gorgeous dis- 
plays of color that it is possible to 
create is to be seen at the Dominion 
Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
where frequent inquiries as to the 
culture of these flowers are received 
and willingly answered, together with 
other valuable information on the flo- 
ral beautification of the home. From 
the “More Beautiful Canada” commit- 
tee of the Canadian Horticultural 
Council, as well as from the Provin- 
cial councils and local horticultural 
societies, and from all the Dominion 
and Provincial experimental farms and 
stations, anyone desirous of beautify- 
ing the home may obtain useful and 
practical information, 


THE MODERN COW 

The development of the dairy cow to 
its present state of perfection is an 
accompl shment of many years of pa- 
tient, intelligent endeavour, It has 
transformed the cow, which originally 
was required .o produce only suffi- 
cient milk to support her young, to an 
animal yielding enough milk to supply 
a small community of people. The 
present day high-producing cow is an 
artificial animal producing milk be- 
yond all natural bounds, and the care 
and feed which sufficed for the cow 
in the more natural state has been 
found quite inadequate. Experience 
has shown that in order to maintain 
health, the materials derived from the 
tissues of the body to produce off- 
spring, milk and butterfat, must be 
regularly replaced in the feed, as 
otherwise they are supplied at the ex- 
pense of the animal body. The feed 
must consequently be selected and re- 
gulated with a view to preventing the 
general state of nutrition suffering 
from the continuous drain to which 
the body is subjected, Investigators 
have shown that substances of un- 
known composition, named vitamines, 
are essential to normal nutrition and 
growth, and that these vitamines have 
a definite relation to the assimilation 
of nutritious material. It has further 
been demonstrated that animals fed 
upon improptrly balanced rations 
with insufficient vitamine content de- 
velop deficiency diseases.—Veterinary 
Director General,

If properly used, the jardiniere is a 
source of added beauty to the plants 
of the home, but ordinarily causes 
great -injury resulting from stagnant 
water collecting in the bottom of the 
bowl, causing what is termed “wet 
feet.” This may be overcome by the 
placing of a few inches of gravel or 
an inverted saucer in the bottom for 
the pot to rest on. Even then the jar- 
diniere should be examined from time 
to time. 


The two finest grades of beef have 
been designated by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment as “Red,” which is “Choice,” 
and “Blue,” which is “Good.” These 
official stamps appear on every cut in 
red or blue edible ink according to 
grade, The ink is the product of the

They are sucking insects 
and as such are not amenable to con- 
trol by the use of a stomach poison, 
such as arsenate of lead, Nicotine 
sulphate is the insecticide most com- 
monly used against aphids, It can be 
used either as a spray or dust,

The control of most vegetable in-

can be quickly learned by watching 
the habits of the pests causing the 
damage, says Alan G. Dustan, Domi 
nion Entomological Branch. Insects, 
according to the type of injury they 
do, can be divided into two general 
classes; those known as biting ins ' 
which in feeding actually bite a piece 
out of the plant attacked, and those 
known as sucking insects, which suck 
the juices out of the leaves or steme 
without noticeably changing their out- 
line, For biting insects (caterpillars, 
cutworms, etc.) three poisons are com 
monly recommended, arsenate of lead, 
Paris 


arsenate of lime, and green 
Sucking insects (aphids, plant 1 
leafhoppers, etc.) are customarily 


controlled by nicotine sulphate, either 
in liquid or dust form,

WHERE AUSTRALIA DIFFERS 


Wheat is the most’ extensively 
grown crop in Australia and normally 
accounts for over two-thirds of the 
crop land. In this respect, Australia 
differs from the other three exporting 
countries, Canada, United States and 
the Argentine, where proportionally 
higher acreages of other 
feature the crop program. Thus, the 
Argentine has large acreages in corn 
and flax, the United States uses large 
areas for corn, oats, and barley, while 
Canada has a considerable fraction of 
crop land devoted to oats and barley. 
The competition for land in Australia 
is between enterprises (such as wheat 
farming, dairying and sheep ranching) 
rather than between crops. 


FARM TRUCKS AND AUTOS 


The introduction of the tractor some 
twenty odd years ago marked the be- 
ginning of the period of most rapid 
expansion in size of farm, particularly 
on the plains of the West where such 
power could be used to advantage. In 
1921 there were 47,455 tractors on 
farms and 105,269 in 1931, Along 
with this increase in use of tractors 
came increased dependence upon 
trucks and automobiles, 
were 157,022 such vehicles on 
711,090 farms, or about one to every 
four farms. In 1931, with trucks re- 
corded separately at 48,402, and auto- 
mobiles numbering 821,276, there was 
a motor vehicle for every two farms. 
Actually 808,364 farms reported cars 
and 46,366 reported trucks. 


GRAIN SALE THROUGH POULTRY 


Statistics show that the average 
Canadian hen laid 112 eggs in 1931. 
Experimental Farm figures say that 
it takes an average of 65 pounds of 
grain to produce 112 eggs per hen, 
One hundred and twelve eggs at 10 
cents per dozen gives a total revenue 
from each hen of 98% cents, This gives 
a gross income per 100 pounds of feed 
of $1.43, or a return per bushel of 89 
cents, 58 cents, and 55 cents for wheat 
barley and oats in the order named, 
The average prices for these three 
grains in 1982 were 31 cents for

One quart buttermilk, bring to 
sealding point and stir in enough 
cornmeal to make it crumbly (about 
three cups).

pearl grey, 9; pale green, 4; light 
blue, 8; ochre, 2; white, 2; orange, 1; 
yellow, 0, 

This experiment might very well be 
followed up by others with other kinds 
of objectionable insects. We might 
yet arrive at some kind of color 
scheme which will keep all insects out 
of a house. 


It is well known in northern India 
that lights shaded with red fail to 
attract green flies, and when these 
flies are invading a house in millions 
it is possible to live in comparative 
comfort under a red light, provided 
there are other colored lights a little 
distance away. A pure white light is 
what insects are most drawn to, and 
it is amazing to see the difference in 
the size of the clusters round a red 
and a white light in the same room. 

Maybe it was discovered in the East 
centuries ago that mosquitoes (which, 
as everybody knows, are from the 
devil) kept away from yellow, and that 
was why yellow became the color of 
sanctity. Those who intend to spend 
their holidays this summer out camp- 
ing, now know what to wear, and may 
be able to tell us on their return if 
they have made any fresh discoveries 
(such that black repulses bugs, but 
pink encourages ‘em) in this line! 


Now there are so many colds going 
the rounds we ought to be more care- 
ful of our diet. Cut out starchy pud- 
dings, pancakes, pies and cakes, and 
try these recipes instead: 


Sunflower Sweet 


% pint milk. 

Packet apricot jelly. 

4 pint boiling water. 

Vanilla, 

A few chopped nuts (optional). 
Tin apricots and some cream. 


Dissolve the jelly in the hot water 
and leave until cool, but not set; then 
add the milk and stir thoroughly. Cut 
up a few of the apricots and place at 
bottom of dish, pour the milk jelly 
over them, and leave to set. Arrange 
apricots om top, rounded sides upper- 
most, and in between spread a layer 
of whipped and sweetened cream. 
Spiky strips of blanched almonds or 
thin slices of angelica, if stuck around 
the apricots sunflower fashion, give a 
further floral effect. 


Apple Snow 


Peel and cut up 2 pounds of apples 
and stew them with 2 ounces of sugar 
and a strip of lemon peel. When quite 
tender rub through a sieve and add 
more sugar to taste, Whisk the whites 
of three eggs until stiff, and when the 
apples are cold fold them into it. Have 
a strawberry jelly, made in the usual 
way, turned out on to a dish, pile the 
apple snow on top, and sprinkle with 
a little sugar. 


Banana Trifle 


2 add a little 


Mash 2 or 3 bananas, 
castor sugar and lemon juice. Split 
about a dozen small sponge cakes, 


spread a little red currant jelly on 
each, and over this put a layer of 
bananas. Pour some thin custard over 
the top and leave to soak throughly. 
Then pour a packet of dissolved rasp- 
berry jelly over this, leave to set, then 
deéorate top with slices of banana and 
small mounds of whipped cream.

NEW REGULATIONS FOR THE 
SHIPPING OF BACON TO U.K. 
EFFECTIVE FROM MARCH 5) 


The regulations passed by Order in 
Council on 16th September, 1938, with | 
regard to the grading, marking, and/ 
sale of bacon Wiltshire cut, destined 
for export to Great Britain, came in 
to effect on the Sth of this month. 
Under these regulations the right to 
export Wiltshire sides of bacon dir- 
ectly or indirectly to the United 
Kingdom is by license issued by the
